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NINETY  FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
For  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1961 

Introduction:  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  submit  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the 
public  of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  this,  their  Ninety-First 
Annual  Report. 

Supervision:  As  in  the  past  your  Board  has  kept  in 
close  touch  with  the  administration  of  the  School  and  in  ad- 
dition to  its  regular  meetings  has  paid  monthly  visits  of  in- 
spection to  residential  and  school  departments. 

Property:  The  major  expenditure  undertaken  during 
the  year  was  the  purchase  of  a Braille  stereotyper  and  print- 
ing press  which  are  to  be  housed  in  a room  built  and  equipped 
for  the  purpose  in  the  basement  of  the  School  Building.  The 
total  cost  of  machinery  together  with  necessary  construction 
wiring,  et  cetera  will  amount  to  approximately  $10,000.00  but 
the  expense  can  be  justified  by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time 
in  the  School’s  history  Braille  texts,  music  and  other  material 
of  this  kind  will  be  available  to  students  in  sufficient  quantity 
and  as  soon  as  needed. 

Other  work  completed  during  the  year  included  redecorat- 
ing and  refurnishing  of  a number  of  staff  and  student  bed- 
rooms and  two  staff  sitting-rooms,  and  construction  of  lockers 
and  wardrobes  in  Junior  dormitories. 

Health  and  Safety:  The  Board  is  fully  conscious  of 
its  responsibilities  to  parents  of  the  children  in  attendance 
at  the  School,  and  maintains  the  highest  possible  standards 
in  the  matters  of  health  and  safety. 
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With  regard  to  the  former,  the  programme  of  health 
maintenance  and  improvement  occupies  as  much  of  the  time 
of  our  nurses  and  doctors  as  does  the  treatment  and  care  of 
ailments. 

The  inoculation  and  Tuberculosis  testing  programmes 
of  the  Halifax  City  Department  of  Health  are  made  available 
to  us  and  are  fully  used;  all  children  are  given  a thorough 
physical  examination  as  soon  as  possible  after  enrollment; 
weights  and  measurements  of  every  pupil  are  taken  at  the 
beginning  of  the  term,  at  mid-year  and  again  at  the  year’s 
end;  children  requiring  vitamins,  tonics  or  supplementary 
diets  are  provided  with  these,  and  the  entire  student  body 
receives  halibut-liver  oil  capsules  during  the  winter  months. 

A most  important  phase  of  the  health  programme  in  a 
School  of  this  sort  is  of  course,  eye  care  and  sight  conservation. 
Clinics  are  held  each  week  by  the  School’s  ophthalmologist, 
Dr.  Donald  MacRae  where  all  pupils  who  require  attention 
are  examined  and  treated.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  as 
a result  of  such  treatments,  the  vision  of  three  pupils  was  im- 
proved sufficiently  to  allow  them  to  continue  their  education 
at  the  public  schools  in  their  own  districts. 

The  sudden  death  in  December  of  Dr.  A.  Ernest  Doull 
who  had  for  fifteen  years  served  as  our  ophthalmologist  came 
as  a great  shock  to  the  School,  and  the  Board  expresses  its 
deep  regret  in  the  loss  of  an  old  friend  who  contributed  so 
greatly  of  his  time  and  skill  to  the  welfare  of  our  pupils. 

It  became  apparent  early  in  the  year  that  the  School 
could  no  longer  meet  the  rising  costs  of  education  with  the 
existing  tuition  grants  provided  by  the  governments  of  the 
four  Maritime  Provinces  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  re- 
quest that  the  tuition  grant  be  increased  from  $1,200.00  to 
$1,500.00  per  capita  from  the  beginning  of  the  year.  We 
are  happy  to  report  that  this  request  met  with  sympathy  and 
understanding  on  the  part  of  the  governments  concerned  and 
that  the  increase  was  granted  in  all  cases. 
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Men  In  The  Making 
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Acknowledgements:  As  in  the  past,  the  active 
interest  of  persons  and  organizations  in  the  community  of 
Halifax  has  made  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  success 
of  both  our  school  and  extra-curricular  programmes.  Such 
contributions  have  been  too  numerous  and  varied  to  mention 
in  detail,  but  have  been  chiefly  in  the  fields  of  reader-service 

to  blind  students  in  High  School  or  University,  teaching  aids 
in  lower  grades,  and  in  organized  sport  and  social  activities. 
In  a number  of  cases  the  association  between  the  School  and 
its  volunteer  workers — as  for  example  the  Junior  League  of 
Halifax- — is  one  of  long  standing,  and  such  workers  bring  to 
their  projects  a high  degree  of  skill  and  understanding  of  the 
special  rquirements  of  our  children.

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Superintendent’s  Report

Sir: 


The  following  report  on  the  programme  and  activities 
of  the  School  is  submitted  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1961. 


The  School  programme  this  year  has  been  marked  chiefly 
by  extensions  of  the  projects  and  changes  initiated  in  the 
previous  t ear.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1960-61  the  teach- 
ing of  French  was  extended  to  the  lower  grades  including 
Grade  Four.  This  year  further  extension  has  taken  place 
in  all  grades,  beginning  at  Kindergarten,  and  a progressive 
course  arranged. 


In  the  department  of  special  classes,  which  was  created 
last  year  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ann  Miller,  an  addit- 
ional class  has  been  added,  which  now  brings  the  total  number 
of  classes  in  this  Department  to  four.  Results  in  this  Depart- 
ment so  far  have  been  excellent,  but  much  exploration  remains 
to  be  done  in  the  fields  of  methods  and  testing. 


The  social  service  programme  initiated  last  year  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Maritime  School  of  Social  Work  has  been 
increased  in  scope  to  include  a course  in  travel  training  and 
orientation  for  senior  blind  students,  and  a programme  o 
group  activity  training.  The  Social  Service  Department 
personnel  was  also  increased  from  three  to  five. 


The  only  other  major  change  in  the  teaching  programme 
has  been  in 'the  Music  Department  where  a subject  termed 
'General  Music’  has  been  added.  This  course,  which  includes 
theory,  history,  and  music  appreciation  has  been  gi 
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approximately  fifty  per  rent  of  the  student  body  who  were 
organized  into  four  classes  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  Summer  vacation  two  members  of  the  teach- 
ing staff  enrolled  in  training  course,  assisted  by  grants,  in 
one  case  from  this  School,  and  in  the  other  from  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  (Maritime  Division).  These 
were:  Mr.  Forman  Nickerson,  who  studied  advanced  methods 
in  Special  Education  at  Vanderbilt  University  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  and  Mrs.  Ella  Sorensen  spent  two  months  in  the 
study  of  handicrafts  at  the  Blind  institute  and  the  Handi- 
craft Guild  in  Copenhagen. 

Of  the  eight  students  who  wrote  Atlantic  Provinces 
Board  examinations  this  year,  seven  received  partial  certif- 
icates. 

Because  of  the  changes  in  the  teaching  programme  in 
the  Music  Department  mentioned  above  and  the  temporary 
reduction  in  the  number  of  teachers,  individual  instruction 
in  pianoforte  was  offered  to  ten  students  only.  The  number 
who  received  instruction  in  the  Tuning  Department  was  four. 

Distribution  of  books  from  the  Braille  Library  totalled 
650  volumes.  There  were  36  readers  in  the  School  and  13 
outside  readers,  of  whom  4 read  periodicals  only. 

Instruction  in  “print”  typing  was  given  to  twenty-four 
students  during  the  year,  each  student  receiving  from  three 
to  six  hours  per  week  on  this  subject. 

New  to  our  teaching  staff  this  year  were  the  following:

HALIFAX  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

General  Information 


Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  and  partially  see- 
ing of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 

Housing:  Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace  including  complete 
sprinkler  system,  fire-proofed  furnace-room,  and  a regularly 
employed  watchman  who  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings 
every  hour  of  the  night. 

Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  and  a regular 
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visiting  physician.  In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of 
two  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safe- 
guard, but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible,  the  amount  of  vision 
possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  by  volunteer  workers  from  the  pupils’  own 
churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  facilita  te  the  per- 
formance of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils  in  their  chosen 
creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  four  departments — Literary,  Music,  Tuning 
and  Manual  Training. 

Literary : In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of 
Grade  Ten.  Pupils  who  wish  to  continue  their  Senior  High 
School  Course  are  accepted  for  Grades  Eleven  and  Twelve 
by  the  City  High  Schools.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a 
course  in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils 
are  taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system 
used  by  the  blind)  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it  are 
permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 

Music:  In  the  Music  Department  pupils  receive 

thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  and  efficient 
classes  in  chorus  singing  are  conducted  for  both  older  and 
younger  pupils. 
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Tuning:  Instruction  in  this  highly-skilled  profession  is 
given  to  a selected  group  of  senior  students.  Opportunities 
for  employment  in  this  field  are  excellent  at  present,  and 
it  is  one  of  the  few  occupations  at  which  the  blind  are  on  equa' 
footing  with  the  seeing. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  cane-seating,  reed 
basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing  and  knitting.  Certificates  are 
granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the  courses  covered. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland, 
by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  dona- 
tions. 

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Premiers  of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  are  ex-officio 
members.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  accountant, 
and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular  annual 
reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School  at  any'  time, 
and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  is  solicited.

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 


The  Blind  Endowment  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1961,  amount- 
ed to  360,961 .90,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1961,  was  $3,113.54. 

The  entire  income  is  distributed  quarterly  as  follows: 

The  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 45% 

The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 5% 

The  Home  Teaching  Fund 25% 

The  Maritime  Foundation  for  the  Blind 20% 

The  Scholarships  and  Grants  Fund 5% 


The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 

This  fund  is  one  of  the  subsidiary  funds  of  the  Blind 
Endowment  Fund  and  was  established  at  the  same  date  as 
the  main  fund.  Its  sole  source  of  income  is  the  five  per  cent 
of  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  income  is 
kept  in  a savings  account  at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
cheques  are  drawn  on  this  account  for  the  payment  of  bills 
in  connection  with  the  printing  of  Braille  literature.

The  Home-teaching  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1961,  was  $22,327.51. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (see 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  The  income  is  kept  as  a savings  account 
at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.
